Ohio River 
Goes on Rare 
May Rampage 


Crest of 6 Foot 
Over Flood Stage 
Expected Saturday 


CINCINNATI or^-The Ohio Riv­ 
er, on a rare May rampage, rose 
ateadily here today toward an ex­ 
pected 57 to 58 foot creat. It patted 
the 52-foot flood ttage at 3:30 p.m. 
Wednesday and the creat la ex­ 
pected Saturday morning, barring 
further heavy rains. 
Upstream the story was the 
fame—the river was heading to­ 
ward create several feet above 
flood stage at most points. 
Thii it the first time arnee 1333 
that the river has been above 
flood »tage here in May. 
lf the present forecasts hold, 
however, 
it 
appeared 
damage 
would be minor. In these days of 
floodwalls and the like, the long 
existing flood stages do not neces­ 
sarily mean a flood of serious 
proportions. 
Hardest hit probably will bt 
farmers in the lowlands whose 
spring field work will be retarded 
seriously. 
The V. S. Weather Bureau at 
Huntington. W. Va., forecast a 
crest today of *4 feet at Pl. Pleas­ 
ant, W. Va., where flood stage is 
40 feet. 
49.7 feet at Gallipolis 
where flood stage is 50 feet; 53 3 
feet at midnight tonight at Hunt­ 
ington where flood stage it SO feet; 
37 feet at Ashland. Ky., Friday 
where flood stage it SI feet, and 
S7.5 feet at Greenup, Ky , Friday 
night where flood stage la 32 feet. 
Ironton expected a 54-foot stage, 
four feet abov# flood stage, but 
is 
protected by a 
73-foot flood 
wall. At Portsmouth the situation 
was much the same. It has a 77- 
foot flood wa Ll and the expected 
crest of 55 feet will be five feet 
over flood stage. 
Port*mouth officials said the ril­ 
ing water was only t matter of 
“ inconvenience,” 
A stag# of ST to at feet here 
would mean the closing of about 
IOO streets but most of those are 
secondary' thoroughfares or dead­ 
end streets at the river front. 
For the first time in its 72 year- 
old history the Coney

Amusement Park had to cancel an 
opening. It was scheduled to be 
opened for the weekend but Presi­ 
dent Edward L. Schott said the 
picnic grounds would be flooded 
at 50 feet, the mall at 58 feet and 
the Moonlit# Gardens dance pavil­ 
ion at 60 feet. 
Th# rising water also was flood­ 
ing parte of the River Downs Race 
track, east of Coney Island, and 
IOO horses were moved out Wed­ 
nesday as a precautionary meas­ 
ure. The horses were rn training 
here for the opening of the River 
Down* race meeting May 30. Pres­ 
ident Leon SI*vin said, however, 
he expected the meeting to open on 
schedule. 
Another “casualty” was the riv­ 
er steamer D e l t a Queen 
She 
wasn't expected to be able to get to 
her normal wharf on a trip here 
from Louisville, Ky., and will ti# 
up at

Passengers
